‘Tuesday at 8S a. m., in all coast ports. 

O. K. Cushing, spokesman for the 
president's arbitration board, in mak- 
ing announcement of the end of the 
_strike which started last May 9, paid 
tribute to the 12,000 longshoremen on 
the coast for conceding part of their 
demands “in recognition of public in- 
terest in the termination of the 
strike.” 

“The longshoremen will return to 
work without .discrimination either 
for union affiliation or strike actiy- 
ity.’ Cushing declared. “‘The employ- 
ers have agreed, pending arbitration, 
that the board shall place a_ repre- 
sentative in the hiring hall and the 
men should have observers there to 
see there is no discrimination. 

“The men believe they should not 
have been required to hire throu 
these halls, but in recognition of a 
lic interest, in the termination of the 
strike they have even waived this 
point,

Robinson, We shall ask for a prompt 
hearing before Judge Clark H. Guild. 

“All mutual property rights and 
differences, together with the custedy 
of the children, have been adjusted 
by agreement. The terms of this will 
not be disclosed.”

TON OF EQUIPMENT 
LOST IN BALLOON 


Army Fliers Unable To: 


Agree on Cause of Rij- 
ping of Fabric. 


HOLDREGEH, Neb., July 29,—(4)— 


Varying theories for failure of the 
huge balloon Explorer to reach its 
proud goal of a new stratospheric al- 
titude record were expressed by mem- 
bers of its crew today as they count- 
ed up full toll of the wreckage of 


their equipment. 

To the loss of the mammoth gas 
bag—largest ever constructed contain- 
ing about three acres of fabric—and 
the flattened and split gondola, they 
added regretfully destruction of their 
ton of valuable scentific instruments— 
all except the spectograph. 

A check of the instruments within 
the metal cubicle during its thrill- 


packed 10-hour flight of more than 500 
miles to a height of 60,000 feet was 
completed today by Major William E. | 
Kepner, pilot and commander of the 
expedition, and his aides, Captains 
Albert W. Stevens and Orvil A. An- 
derson, All saved themselves by para- 
chute jumps from their disabled craft. 

Stevens said the “mechanical 
brains,” furnished by more than a 
score of societies co-operating with 
the flight backers—the army air corps 
and National Geographical Society— 
had been destroyed by the jarring 
crash of the gondola. The specto- 
graph, however, had been hung out- 
side during the trip into the upper 
reaches, and floated to earth on a 
separate parachute. 

Stevens expressed keen disappoint- 
ment that he had not tied parachutes 
to the cameras and other recording |

TYPHOID STRIKES 
INDROUTH REGION 


Disease Increase May Be 
Due to Lack of Pure 
Drinking Water. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(UP)— 
Typhoid fever is stalking through the 
sun-baked states in the drouth area, 
the United States public health serv- 
ice announced tonight. * 

Reports from state health authori- 
ties in the  heat-devastated region 
showed 1,128 new sufferers from the 
disease in the past eight weeks. This 
wus an increase of 174 cases over the 
same period last yar. 

Officials said it was impossible to 
determine how many of the new cases 
could be traced to the shortage of pure 
water. Although it was emphasized 
that the spread of the malady has not 
reached the form-of an epidemic, au- 
thorities are examining all reports 
from the stricken area and are watch- 
ing the situation closely. 

Meantime, the publi¢ health service 
utilized the United Press tonight to 
warn inbabitants of the drouth states, 
tourists and others of the danger and 
to lay down a few simple health rules 
as precautionary measures. 

They are: 

1. Boil all drinking water 
source is unknown. 

2. Maintain rigid sanitation rules. 

3. Provide protection against the 
bites of insects. 

4. Guard. against. malnutrition 
children, 

5. Avoid

Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, today described the adminis- 
tration’s subsistence homestead experi- 
mentation as “the most fundamental 
and far-reaching movement under way 
today.” 

“Approve of the subsistence home- 
stead projects?” Harriman repeated. 
“Of course I do.” 

The chamber’s president had just 
returned from a visit to Reedsville, 
W. Va.. where. with the aid of Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, one of the 
first subsistence undertakings was 
established. 

This venture was assailed as “com- 
munistie’ by Dr. William A. Wirt, 
of Gary, Ind.. in his testimony before 
a house committee. 

“Social security has got to be given 
the people of this country,” Harriman 
said in an interview. ‘The subsis- 
tence homestead projects will show 
us the way to the necessary «ecen- 
tralization of industry; the relief of 
mass congestion in the cities; pro- 
vision for workers to own their own 
homes and contribute to their own 
support. 

“I believe that if the subsistence 
movement already had been carried

AVERTED BY NRA 


Control Provisions Stabi- 
lize Business During 
Summer Off Season. 


ow ASHINGTON, July 29.—(7))— 
Merchants and manufacturers were 
reported today by NRA officials to be 
relying on price control provisions of 
soygne's Blue Eagle codes to stabilize 

iness during the summer off-sea- 
aon. 

Recovery administration authorities 
asserted many destructive price wars 
had been averted through operation 
of the provisions which forbid the sale 
of manufactured products and mer- 
chandise below cost. 

In six industries--lumber, tire, 
wholesale and retail tobacco, cast iron 
soil pipe, ice and retail solid fuel— 
NRA has declared the existence of 
emergencies and fixed minimum prices 
to end ruinous price-cutting practices, 
These are the ouly instances in which 
prices actually are fixed by NRA. 
: An analysis today showed that of 

the more than 450 codes approved to 
date at least 263, along with 23 sup- 
plements to them, contain some form 
of minimum price provision. The bulk 
of these outlaw sales below individual 
cost of production. 

Last month the NRA announced 
that in the future it would not ap- 
prove price control arrangements but 
that if emergencies arose from price 
wars which threatened to disrupt an 
industry it would fix minimum prices 
for a 90-day period. 

This policy was decreed because con- 
sumer groups complained that price 
control devices were tending to stifle 
Competition. The recovery adminis- 
tration suggested that those industries 
which had such devices agree to their 
abandonment. The suggestion was re- 


jected. 
Tobacco Prices Fixed. 

In the tobacco trade prices were 
fixed so as to maintain the two-for- 
a-quarter price for standard brands. 
NRA set $27.50 as a minimum for a 
ton of extra heavyweight cast iron 
Boil pipe, with other minimum prices 
for medium, standard and _ other 
grades. In the retail tire trade “floor 
prices” ranging from $5.20 to $6.70 
for casings were established. 

The lumber trade operates under a 
“mark-up” system. ‘The dealer must 
add this mark-up—averaging 20 per 
cent for the country as a whole—to 
his invoice cost. In the ice industry 
NRA has set prices in a number of 
Jocal communities. Last week, for 
instance, the price for “domestic home 
trade” ice in Bexar county, Texas, 
was fixed at 36 cents a hundred 
pounds at the platform and 40 cents 
delivered. 

These are definite minimum prices 
below which no sales may be made. 
Of course, no dealer is prevented from 
gelling for higher prices if he can 
get them. The — same is true under

other price control arrangements. In 
the case of prohibitions against sales 
below individual cost no dealer can 
sell his products below the price it 
costs him to make them, but he may 
go as high above that figure as his 
trade will pay. 

Minimum price provisions were in- 
cluded in codes for service industries 
such as cleaning and dyeing, shoe re- 
pair and motor vehicle and storage, 
but they were suspended when found 
impossible of enforcement nationally. 
However, dealers may fix prices local- 
ly if 85 per cent of them agree. 

Approximately 200 codes have pro- 
hibitions against sales below individual 
cost of production. 

Sixteen codes prohibit sales simply 
below “cost.” No definition is includ- 
ed, but NRA believes individual cost 
is intended. 

In the retail trade, food and grocery, 
jewelry, etc., excepting drugs, the 
codes provide for minimum prices 
based on the cost of goods plus an al- 
lowance for store labor, usually 10 
per cent. Retail drug prices are based 
on manufacturers’ wholesale list price 
per dozen. In the last case druggists 
cannot sell a toilet water, for in- 
stance, at a price lower than they buy 
the merchandise in dozen lots from 
the manufacturer. Other retailers, 
book sellers and motor vehicle dealers, 
base their prices on publishers and 
factory list prices 

Individual Cost Restrictions. 

Most wholesalers operate under in- 
dividual cost restrictions, but five— 
paper distributing, food and grocery, 
wallpaper, beauty and barber equip- 
ment and radio—are based on individ- 
ual cost of goods plus allowance for 
labor cost, 

Some codes specify “reasonable cost 
of production, * as the basis for mini- 
mum prices. These include shipbuild- 
ing, underwear, automatic sprinkler, 
printer's rollers, macaroni 

In the iron and steel code a basing 
point system of freight charges is 
used. A provision to fix prices was 
inserted in the oil code, but this has 
not been used. In production it would 
be based on cost as determined by the 
oil administration and approved by 
the president. In marketing oil, the 
basis would be the cost of manufac- 
ture or importation into state of sale, 
plus reasonable marketing expense “as | 
observed under prudent management.” 

Many of the codes approved prior 
to NRA’s price policy announcement 
of last month contained some pro- 
vision for determining emergencies due 
to destructive price-cutting. In the 
event of an emergency the lowest rea- 
sonable cost would be found and made 
the basis for price- -fixing. 

NRA now is attempting to bring 
about 200 industries without codes 
under a basic code which would serve 
for all. It would include a provision 
for emergency declarations of prices 
to stop price wars. If they desire it 
these industries could establish a sys- 
tem of “open price filing” under which 
each would require its members to 
post with an impartial agency the 
prices it charges so that all may see. 
The majority of all codes so far ap- 
proved contains such a price filing 
clanse. 

Generally speaking, products subject 
to price control under NRA are man- 
ufactured the country over. In only 
a few cases are the industries grouped 
in districts, such as iron and steel 
through Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois and in the south near 
Alabama. NRA has no information 
to tell, for instance, all the localities 
where snap fasteners are made.

20 EXPORT BANK 
UPEN FOR CREDITS 


Peck Announces U. S. 
Will Share Risks With 
Private Business. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(>)— 
The Second Export-Import bank, un- 
der authorization from President 
Roosevelt. today threw open its credit 
facilities to American trade dealings 
with all countries in the world except 
soviet Russia. 

George N. Peek, special trade ad- 
visor to the president and _ himself 
president of the bank, announced that 
its financial aid machinery would be 


turers, importers and exports. In 
some cases, he said, the bank would 
“share in the credit risks.” 


Peek made clear at the same time 
that the bank, although working to 
stimulate foreign trade, would not 
throw its money around unprotected. 

“I believe in assisting our foreign 
trade,” he said, “but I also believe 
in making sure we get paid for it.” 


Debt Accord Still Sought. 


The First Export-Import bank's ac- 
tivities hitherto have been confined to 
Cuba. One of its major transactions 
was a loan to the island republic for 
purchase of silver in the United 
States. 

The status of the First Export-Im- 
port bank, created to deal with soviet 
Russia, remains unchanged. Its ac- 
tive operation still is dependent on 
the successful conclusion of debts and 
claims negotiations now in progress. 
The bank, shortly after its organiza- 
tion, adopted a resolution against pro- 
viding soviet credits until a debt ac- 
cord has been reached. 

It was reported authoritatively to- 
day that a large number of applica- 
tions from American manufacturers, 
promoters and exporters already have 
been received by Peek. It is under- 
stood also that preliminary negotia- 
tions have clearly indicated that finan- 
cial assistance to American firms 
would enable them to enter into prof- 
itable business transactions in at least 
six foreign countries. 

‘The main emphasis in the new 
work of the bank,’ Peek said, “will 
be in financing the seller in this 
country. We will, wherever possible. 
supplement the activities of existing 
export and import credit facilities 
rather than compete with them. Op- 
portunity will be given commercial 
banks to participate in special loans. 
All proposals will be dealt with di- 
rectly and through regular banking 
channels,” 

Many Advisors. 

Peek explained that bank officials 
had made a comprehensive canvass of 
the entire foreign trade situation dur- 
ing the past six months and the bank's 
program would meet the actual needs 
of the export and import business. 

He announced also that a general 
advisory committee representing agri- 
culture, business and banking inter- 
ests in different parts of the country 
will be invited to advise the bank in 
its activities. 

Each borrower from the bank must 
certify compliance with provisions of 
the national industrial recovery act 
and the terms of President Roosevelt's 
executive order governing contracts 
involying use of government funds. 

“It is to be particularly noted,” 
Peek said today, “that opportunity 
will be given to commercial banks and 
financial institutions to participate 
in special loans wherever they desire 
to do so. It is not the intention to 
set up branches of the bank outside 
Washington but to deal with pro- 
posals directly and through regular 
banking channels, .. . 

Big Help to Manufacturers. 

“We believe these new credit ac- 
commodations will be of decided value 
to American shippers who will be able 
to bring employment and profit to 
the American people. 

“In exceptional cases of fabricated 
articles we are proposing to share in 
the credit risks on a basis in no case 
exceeding 75 per cent of the total 
credit or the net delivered cost which- 
ever is lower; but we will consider 
each case separately. The cost will 
have to be borne by the firm thus 
underwritten. On non-fabricated arti- 
cles underwritings will be treated on 
an individual basis. 

“Finally, I would remind the pub- 
lic at large that the operation of 
this bank will be carried on in line 
with a definite knowledge, in so far 
as we are able to obtain it, of the 
current incoming and outgoing ac- 
counts of the United States.”

Though Marie Dressler has 
passed from this life she will live 
in the minds of the millions she 
has entertained by her jnimitable 
artistry. 

The triumphs of her early stage 
career, when she was a favorite of 
theater-goers of the early 90's, are 
dim in the minds of those who 
witnessed them; but those of her 
film career are not only recorded 
in the hearts and minds of the mul- 
titudes, but on the celluloid strips 
that may be brought out from time 
to time in the future, when a later 
generation may be entertained with 
the artistry of one who has been 
acclaimed as the most popular in- 
dividual who has ever appeared in 
the films. 

Born in Coburg, Canada, 62 
years ago, her first stage appear- 
ance was as a ‘“‘Cupid,” at the age 
of five years. The early history 
of many stage stars is usually 
shrouded in little mention of the 
period spent in acquiring stage ex- 
perience through the hard knocks 
that come to troupers, and that of 
Marie Dressler was no exception. 

From a roving opera troupe she 
graduated into the famous Weber- 
Fields productions that featured 
those comedians after they left the 
vaudeville field, and if the late Lil- 
lian Russell was the most beauti- 
ful of the stars in that aggregation 
of super-entertainers, Marie Dress- 
ler was the most versatile and pop- 
ular. It was in “Tillie’s Night- 
mare,” that she made one of the 
hits of her career, with the song, 
“Heaven Will Protect the Working 
Girl.” : 

When the long succession of 
Weber-Fields burlesques came to an 
end with the separation of the two 
old vaudeville stars, Miss Dressler 
starred for a time in light operas, 
terminating with a financial loss 
that started with putting too much 
trust in one of her financial agents. 

Her come-back in the movies at 
an age when actresses are 
“through” has been phenomenal, 
and can be accounted for only by 
her superior natural ability and a 
versatility gained through long 
years of depicting many parts, and 
presenting them to her public with- 
out affectation.

PLIGHT OF “DRY” FARMERS. 

The terrific drouth of the past 
spring and summer months has 
‘been devastating to the trans- 
Mississippi states, from the Cana- 
dian border through to the gulf, and 
while conditions in these states are 
very bad, they are mild in compari- 
son with the ravages in what fs 
known as the “dry” farming section 
of the northwest. 

Never noted for heavy rainfall, 
and thoroughly unsuited for ordi- 
nary farming, this section was 
sparsely settled until éxperiments 
made in ‘dry’ farming caused 
hardy settlers to move into the 
western part of North Dakota, South 
Dakota and Nebraska, and the east- 
ern part of Montana and Wyoming, 
crowding the range cattle and sheep 
herds farther to the west. 

In that section they have an aver- 
age of one good season out of five, 
and gradually the level of moisture 
in the soil has been going lower and 
lower, until now federal soil ex- 
perts declare that it would require 
several successive wet seasons to re- 
Store sufficient moisture to grow 
crops. The president’s plan of 
planting trees in this section will 
aid in this respect, it is said, but 
it will require at least 10 years for 
the trees to attain sufficient size to 
be effective. 

Plans are already under way to 
evacuate from this section any farm 
families who desire to abandon their 
worthless farms and try their for- 
tunes in another part of the coun- 
try. It is announced that there 
will be no coercion in the matter, 
but the government will take over 
property, and aid those who desire 
to move in getting a start else- 
where. 

Farmers of this devastated sec- 
tion are a hardy and industrious 
class; they have had good schools 
and the percentage of illiteracy 
averages less than in any other sec- 
tion of the United States. Being 
of the type that desires to own farm 
homes, they would be a valuable 
acquisition to any section of the 
country in which they make their 
future homes.

A Close Shave 
In Albania. 


Preoccupied by the sérious news 
emanating from Germany, the world 
paid hardly any attention to an in- 
cident that took place simultaneously 
but in a different quarter of the globe. 
Without any warning a squadron of 
Italian battleships suddenly appeared 
off the Albanian port of Durazzo and 
there cast anchor. In all haste King 
Zog, of that country, ordered the 
civilian populatiow removed from the 
precincts bord@ring on the waterfront 
and then gave orders to the Albanian 
army to “resist with force of arms 
any attempt of the Italians to come 
ashore.” This order was at the last 
minute countermanded upon the ad- 
vice of the foreign ambassadors ac- 
credited to Albania, who called upon 
the king in a body and counselled him 
to await developments. This was done. 
The Italians came ashore. And then 
40 hours later came the explanation 
from Rome that the visit of the Ital- 
ian fleet was a courtesy call and that 
it was due to the negligence of a gov- 
ernmental telegraph operator that the 
announcement of the coming visit had 
been withheld. That ended the inci- 


dent in so far as Italy was concerned, 
it was said in Rome. 


The Background. 


First of all it should be recalled 
that until recently Albania was com- 
pletely under Italian tutelage. Italian 
officers drilled the Albanian army, 
Italian capital developed Albanian 
industry and the 40,000 acres oil 
fields. But money is scarce in Italy 
and there followed a period of re- 
trenchment. Italian operations in the 
oil fields ceased. But if Italy had 
no money available, others had. And 
it was to these others, France and 
England among them, that King Zog 
applied for capital. It was duly forth- 
coming. But that meant that Italian 
influence was to be eclipsed in Al- 
bania.s Now Mussolini has used Al- 
bania as a starting point of Italian 
penetration in the Balkans. With 
King Zog’s change to France, a big 
scratch was drawn through the Duce’s 
expansion program. Usually so tactful 
a diplomat, Mussolini allowed him- 
self to be seduced into an adventurous 
war gesture, which resembles in every 
detail the sending of the Panther to 
Agadir by Kaiser Wilhelm, one of 
the greatest mistakes of that mon- 
arch’s reign. 


Incident Net 
Closed. 


_ Rome may say that the incident 
is closed, but only now it becomes 
interesting. Suppose the ambassadors 
had not advised King Zog to await 
developments. Suppose Albanian sol- 
diers had fired upon the Italian ma- 
rines. That would have been war, 
wouldn’t it? And who would be the 
aggressor? Italy could say that she 
was the victim of- a technical mis- 
take; the delay in sending the tele- 
gram. Albania could say that she was 
wantonly attacked without formalities 
of ultimatum or war declaration. 
Jugo-Slavia would immediately have 
walked into North Albania, where she 
has six divisions constantly ready. 
Jugo-Slavia will tolerate no occupa- 
tion of any part of the Balkans. by 
Italy. Who would be the aggressor? 
There are Six categories of aggressors 
mentioned in the procedure of the 
League of Nations. Not one of them 
its the case of the Albanian incident. 
What’s more, Italy has not withdrawn 
those ships yet at this writing. They 
are on a courtesy visit extending now 
over four weeks. Rather long. isn’t it? 
Of course the incident has now lost 
its immediate danger., But for a mo- 
ment there was grave danger. And 
the Permanent lesson is that so far 
there exists no adequate definition of 
what an aggressor state is, and also

THE RABIES RACKET. 

A reader reports: 

Thirty-six days ago my young son 
was scratched on the finger by a-dog’s 
tooth while playing with the dog. As 
1¢ was such a small scratch I didn't 
know anything about it until the day 
after. and it then had a little pus and 
was sore. I began then to paint the 
cueer with iodin and it healed all 
right. 

Five days after this bite the dog 
had one fit after another until it died, 
blood and foam ran from its mouth. 

We sent the head to Mobile and the 
report came back from the pathologist 
“rabies suspect.” 

But our family physician had told 
us before we sent it away that it 
would be so reported whether the dog 
had rabies or not. 

So we have not given the child any 
freatment but [ can’t feel safe about 
this and will appreciate your advice. 

The dog wasn’t an old dog, not a 
year old yet. 

(MRS. ) 

So the dog days are on us again! 

Whatever the family doctor says 
about 1t—that’s my opinion. 

The doctor is quite right about the 
ridiculous pathological report. That 
racket is a favorite one of the old 
school of health administration, 

It can do not barm to mention a 
few facts—and to invite any one who 
can to refute them. 

First, no one knows the cause of 
rabies in anmials, 

Second, no one knows whether ra- 
bies ever occurs in man. 

Third, the laboratory examination 
of the brain tissues of the animal that 
has been, “suspect” js not at all a 
scientific test. It is a mere attempt 
to impose the fancy or belief of the 
laboratory worker upon the public as 
more certain’ or positive than the) 
fancy or belief of a physician or even | 
the physician who has charge of the | 
patient or who knows the circum- | 


The laboratory worker's belief or 
fancy that he or she has found cer- 
tain characteristic cells, or artefacts, 
called uegri bodies, is not a scientific 
matter. Another equally well trained 
and equally experienced laboratory 
worker may examine the same speci- 
mens and fail to recognize the negri 
bodies. Or if only one pathologist 
Ssquints through the microscope he or 
she may be honestly unable to decide 
whether the cells of tissue under ex- 
amination are the McCoy or whether 
they are just red corpuscles gone bad. 
People are so careless about packing 
the head in ice or other preservative 
while it is on its way to the labora- 
tory. 

I now offer the only advice my con- 
science will permit. The safe course 
whenever the fear or suspicion of ra- 
bies arises in any circumstances is 
this. Have the scratch or bite imme- 
diately treated by physician. If no 
physician available, then immediately 


have the proper surgical treatment. 
Capture and confine the anima] under 
the daily observation of a veterinary 


physician for two weeks. If in that.’

This was during a time when the 
United States government and the law, 
which all attorneys are sworn to up- 
hold, were most eager to find Dilling- 
er. In fact, the government arrested 
and sent to prison several persons who 
had withheld information as to his 
whereabouts.. One doctor was prose- 
cuted for neglect to notify the law 
that Dillinger was a patient of his. 
Doctors also are bound by obligations 
of secrecy and, in the case of this 
physician, there might have been a 
more personal motive than mere ethics 
for his failure to report his patient 
to the police. He was a St. Paul doc- 
tor and there was something about 
the operation of the St. Paul police 
in the Dillinger case which could not 
fail to make an informant pause and 
think. If he had squealed on bis pa- 
tient, there was good reason to fear 
that persons unknown would call 
around and kill him. The St. Paul 
police did not offer reliable protection 
for the doctor. They were either crook- 
ed or incompetent and the comment 
of the department of justice that St. 
Paul needed a good cleaning could not 
reassure a man in the doctors posi- 
tion. |

to betray anything which Dillinger 
had told him. That is understandable. 
The lawyers cite a historic case im 
Enlgand in which a judge and a com- 
mittee of the bar ordered a lawyer 
to go ahead and defend a murderer 
although the man had confessed the 
murder to the lawyer. The attorney 
then defended the man so well that he 
was acquitted and the judge, who 
knew he was guilty, was compelled to 
turn him loose. 

But the attorney in Tucson also 
knew that Dillinger was a fugitive 
who had broken out of jail while 
awaiting trial. As a member of that 
profession which embarrasses the law 
and encourages crime by printing lurid 
and sensational stories, my question 
is whether a lawyer is also bound by 
his ethics to withhold information as 
to the whereabouts of a fugitive, if 
he has such information. aay 

Is it, then, a betrayal of a clients 
interest to deliver him into the hands 
of the law so that he may be put on 
trial, subject to the usual elaborate 
safeguards, including appeals? And, if 
so, has the attorney no duty toward 
the law?

in the course of the correspondence the 
lawyer ever advised the desperate fu- 
gitive to give up and submit to a trial 
in accordance with the law which all 
attorneys hold in such high respect.

The longer the fugitive held out the 
stronger grew the probability that he 
would be killedgoutright, without any 
trial, when the law finally did catch 
up with him.

Sit upon the broad porch running 
across ‘the front of the magnificent 
Yamata hotel and you might well be 
in either Washington, Paris, London 
or one of the great cities of Latin- 
America. Past your chair stream the 
citizens of every nation on the face 
of the earth—Europeans, Americans, 
Latins and Asiatics—while around the 
beautiful park which forms the circle 
in front are imposing buildings of 
French, English and American archi- 
tecture. The only touch of the orient 
is to be found in the prevalence of 
Chinese and Japanese raiment in the 
crowds on the streets and in the con- 
Stant stream of rickshas, but this is 
counteracted by the never-ending pro- 
cession Of American motor cars. mod- 
ern street cars and well paved and 
clean streets. 

_ Few Soldiers. 

There is no more striking evidence 
of the difference between Dairen and 
other far eastern cities, than the ab- 
sence of police and soldiers on its 
public thoroughfares. The one thing 
that the visitors to this section of the 
world is generally most impressed 
with are the police—traffic police, 
mounted police, water polices railway 
police and a half dozen other kind of 
police, | some of whom are always 
either in sight, or at your elbow ask- 
ing embarrassing questions. 

Not so Dairen. The soldiers are few 
and far between and for police there 
are only a few traffic officers at the 
kiosks in the center of the main bou- 
levards. Even in walks at night along 
the dimly lighted streets in which the 
thousands of Chinese and Japanese 
merchants do their business in innu- 
merable small shops and sidewalk 
booths, no guardians of the law are 
to be seen. 

Law-Abiding City. 

_ There is probably no more law-abid- 
ing city on earth, even in its native 
sections, The reason must be that 
Dairen, up and coming, with 40,000 
inhabitants and hard put to it to con- 
struct new buildings in which to house 
the constant stream of new citizens, is 
too prosperous and too satisfied with 
life to have conditions that would fos- 
ter crime. Crime there is, of course, as 
there must be in every large commun- 
ity, but it is in the minimum, and the 
huge throngs that jam the streets from 
morning till midnight are so law-abid- 
ing and well-behaved that the presence 
of minions of the law is needed but 
little. 

So far there is but a small Ameri- 
can colony in Dairen. Most of the 
American concerns doing business in 
Manchuria still have their headquar- 
ters in Mukden, the former capital be- 
fore Hsinking was chosen as the seat 
of government by the new state of 
Manchukuo, but with the increased 
commercial importance of Dairen it is 
practically certain that these head- 
quarters will be moved to this city.

having taken time to drop to safety 
two oxygen tanks. 

“T could just as easily saved the 
film and records if I had had the sense 
of a goose,” he commented. “It makes 
me sad to look at the wreck.” 


Saying little of their own narrow 
escapes, the three army airmen were 
most concerned with the cause of their 
failure to achieve their goal and of- 
fered several preliminary explanations. 
Major Kepner said a joint investiga- 
tion by the two sponsors would prob- 
ably be made. 

Captain Anderson said he believed 
the light two-ounce fabric used below 
the diaphragm on the big balloon was 
responsible for the break up in mid- 
air. 

Captain Stevens, however, disagreed 
with that theory and asserted the 
ripping of the bag, about the time 
they attained their maximum height 
yesterday. was due to its “peculiar 
shape and local shape strains set up. 

“It couldn’t stand the strains due 
largely to the way it unfolded,” he 
said. “Everything worked perfectly 
except the balloon.” 

Stevens’ explanation recalled radio 
conversations overhead just prior to 
the precipitous descent of the craft 
to the Reuben Johnson cornfield here. 
in which one of the men exclaimed 
“This damn thing is nuts.” 

Stevens said two important changes 
in design should be made for future 
attempts but declined to go more fully 
into his views. 

“We must prevent local strains and 
make the balloon unfold in a differ- 
ent manner.” he said. ‘The material 
of which it was made was strony 
enough, but the balloon developed 
some twists.” 

The big bag tore below the dia- 
phragm and then a number of small 
holes appeared in that part of the fab- 
ric. 
discovery of the tear at least 30 feet 
long, that they should start earthward. 

The balloon was then going into full 
inflation under the expanding effect 
of the sun’s rays, at a slow rate. 

Anderson said, “Had not trouble 
developed we possibly could have gone 
15,000 feet farther and we might have 
reached an 80,000-foot ceiling, which 
would have been a new worlds 
record.” 

“The air pressure valve invented by 
Captain Stevens probably saved our 
lives but caused some delay in descent 
at first.” Anderson said. 

“We came down less than 500 feet 
a minute. We were east of North 
Platte and north of the Platte river 
when we started down. We tried to 
come down conservatively and at- 
tempted to drop less than 300 feet a 
minute. : 

“We wanted no surges in the fabric 
and we tried to pet her down, as we 
also wanted no parachute effect. . 

“The big balloon called for almost 
continuous valving. But we were 
comfortable and everything inside the 
gondola seemed to be working O. K. 

“We had anticipated no rip or any 
such damage. On the descent we 
hoped to land safely, but the hope was 
a remote one, as we thought of the 
danger zone, betwen the ground and 
1,000 feet, where there is little chance 
to land safely with a parachute. 

“When we got down to 21,000 or 
20,000 feet above sea level, the pres- 
sure inside and outside belanced so we 
opened the portholes. As we arrived 
at the 8,000-foot level we heard an- 
other rip and saw the whole bottom 
of the bag tear out. The top of it be- 
came a perfect parachute and we were

680 Miles of Lighted Air Lanes 


Aid Pilots, Passengers in Georgia 


Every night in the state of Geor- 
gia lights on nearly 680 miles of fed- 
eral airways flash on to guide air- 
men safely on their journeys. These 
lights, established by the bureau of 
air commerce of the de-artment of 
commerce as a part of the federal 
system which extends into nearly ever 
section of the country, consists of 5 
airways rotating beacons at 10 to 1o- 
mile intervals to outline the routes; 
two blinker lights to supplement the 
larger beacons, and boundary lights 
at the 11 department of commerce in- 
termediate landing fields which in 
conjunction with other airports are 
spaced 40 to 50 miles apart. 

The lighted airways in this state 
include sections of the Atlanta-Chica- 
go, Atlanta-New York Ft. Worth- 
Atlanta, Jacksonville-Richmond, Mi- 
ami-Atlanta and New-Orleans-Ailan- 
ta routes. 

As a part of the Federal Airways 
System in Georgia, the bureau of air 
commerce maintains a radio com- 
munication station at Atlanta fer the 
broadcast of weather information to 
aircraft in flight and to airports not 
located on the airways. There also are 
radio range beacons at Alma and At- 
lanta which provide directive signals 
to mark the courses for airmen fly- 
ing while visibility is poor. At Adairs- 
ville and Jefferson there are radio 
marker beacons, low powered trans- 
mitters to assist airmen in ideutify- 
ing these fields and to provide two- 
way radio communication.

The bureau of air commerce also 
supervises the operation from a safety 
point of view of the scheduled air- 
lines operating through Georgia. 

Airplanes in Georgia bearing de- 
partment of commerce licenses num- 
ber 87. These are examined period- 
ically by the bureau’s inspectors from 
the standpoint of airworthiness for 
renewals of licenses. 

There are 119 aircraft pilots in the 
state who hold department of com- 
merce licenses and are examined at 
regular intervals for renewals of these 
licenses by the departr‘ent’s inspec- 
tors.

Of Vegetables 


Growers — 
in Reliet Gardens 


Instruction in methods of preserv- 
ing foods is being given families on 
Fulton county relief rolls, according 
to Miss Grace Hartley, home econom- 


ist. During the week since the in- 
struction courses began more than 50 
families have been visited by the 
teachers whom Miss Hartley trained. 

Eighteen women with previous 
training in household arts were se- 
lected for this work from the relief 
rolls. After a two-day course in the 
most modern and economical methods 
of canning and preserving foods they 
were sent out to teach. ~ 

The service is designed primarily 
for families who have gardens under 
the supervision of the gardening bu- 
reau of the home relief office. There 
are 2,300 of these gardens and each 
has produced during the current year 
an average of $33 worth of vegeta- 
bles at: current market prices, ac- 
cording to Burton Cloud, garden su- 
pervisor. 


All the vegetables not needed for 
immediate use are preserved for the 
winter months by economical meth- 
ods of drying and salting in brine. 
The foods are put into any empty 
receptacles on hand. Coffee tins, pa- 
per bags and cereal boxes are used 
when regulation jars are not avail- 
able.

WIMBLEDON, England, July 29. 
(UP)—America’s Davis cup hopefuls, 
very groggy from two solid punches 
to the brisket which Birtain landed 
Saturday, resume play tomorrow in 
the challenge round against England 
with almost certain victory in the dou- 
bles match in store, and almost equally 
certain defeat in the series.

FROM LOG TO OCEAN LINER. 
I—Early Boats. ° 

Now and then bold aviators cross 
an ocean by airplane or airship; but 
the common way of making such a 
voyage is on an ocean liner—a great 
boat which may be close to 1,000 
feet long. 

Such a vessel is a marvel to us; 
and it may seem even more marvel- 
ous as we trace the story of how it 
grew. 


The “dugout canoe” was a great 
step forward. This crude boat was 
a log hollowed out by cutting or 
burning, or both; and it was easie? 
to manage than a solid log. 

Also it was not so likely to roll 
over, since much of the weight was 
taken from the upper part. 

One of my memories of Switzer- 
land is a visit to a mtiseum where I 
saw two of the dugout boats which 
were used by Swiss Lake Dwellers 
thousands of years ago. These boats 


must have been of goodly service to

Formed out of 
the bark of birch trees, sewed together 
over a light framework of wood and 
made water-tight with the gummy 
juices of hemlock and other trees, 
they made it possible for the red men 
to take far journeys by water.

In the plains re- 
gion, especially the Missouri valley, 
Indians used “bullboats,” tub-shaped 
affairs made from. buffalo hides 
stretched around willow framework.

I heard someone say the other day 
that until now he had never really 
been interested in America, but for 
the first time his own country had 
become a vitally interesting and im- 
portant thing because it was possible 
to see developing new social ideas that 
would allow all human beings to have 
a certain amount of happiness and the 
opportunity to develop what was best 
in them. 


I have been in many different types 


of homes lately, some of which could 
hardly be termed homes, being nothing 
more than shelters where people who 
were almost animals were living. They 
slept on the floor on filthy sacking; 
they carried whatever water they used 
from quite a distance, so washing was 
not a common habit. Their food was 
anything found on the floor or on the 
table or out on the ground which 
would fill up empty stomachs. 

A child had a rabbit as a pet and 
an older child said rather mockingly 
as the small boy brought out his pet 
to show mé, “He says he won’t let us 
kill it- to eat when it grows up, but 
we will see about that.” At these 
words the hunted-looking little boy 
grabbed up his pet and fled—one 
touch of humanity in what was scarce- 
ly a human household. 

And yet in another community 
where living conditions were not ex- 
actly ideal either, a woman made a 
scrapbook of pictures cut out of any 
magazines she could lay her hands on 
and she _ called it her “house of 
dreams.” It was the story of what 
she would like to have as a home 
and of what she would like this home 
to mean to her children. 

If you can live in such surround- 
ings and still have such aspirations, 
then there is something for the youth 
of the nation to be unselfish about, 
something for the youth of the na- 
tion to find worth-while making sac- 
rifices to attain. We must have the 


will to peace in our various countries, 
between the people who have had ma- 
terial things of life in great abun- 
dance in the past and those who have 
had little t grinding toil. Then 
when we achieve this kind of peace 
there will be fewer incentives which 
will drive nations to war with each 
other. We will have less greed be- 
cause there is less to covet of our 
neighbor's goods. 

Then youth must realize that this 

new freedom, which sets new value 
on Wiman endeavors, makes it more 
important to work at something one 
cares about and to do it well than to 
make large sums of money ut anything 
else, 
It offers to all of youth a challenge 
to organize this new world and to 
right the wrongs that exist without 
creating new wrongs, for sometimes 
when we correct one wrong we bring 
about another, 

This challenge to organize a new 
social order not in one place, but all! 
over the world, has possibilities of ad- 
venture and excitement, a _ society 
which of itself should take the place 
of the old glamour surrounding war. 
Only the women and the youth of any 
country can initiate this change. They 
will have the men to help them later 
on in the fight, but they will meet 
some of the same unbelief and lethargy 
that they have come up against in the 
past. <A crusade with recruits such 
as can be found today, persistently 
carried on, will, I believe, establish a 
will to peace and a new conception 
of, how to live, which will mean rie- 
tory for future generations. Even- 
tually we shall have a real interna- 
tional court and a real League of Na- 
tions and a real plan for handling 
those that every now and ‘then may be- 
recalcitrant.

A “Howell” Bid. 


In duplicate games which are scored 
ona match-point basis quite frequent- 
ly the movement used is that devised 
by Howell. For this reason a great

A Howell bid or play is a bid or 
play which is made only because the 
player realizes that the game is being 
scored on a match-point basis, and 
therefore is one which would not al- 
ways be made in an ordinary rubber 
bridge game.

With neither side vulnerable, South 


opened the bidding with one club. 
East and West never entéred the bid- 
ding. North made his natural _ re- 
sponse of one heart, and South made 
the semi-forecing rebid of three clubs. 
North, since his first response had 
not been shaded, quite corectly decid- 
ed to keep the bidding open with three 
no-trump. 

In rubber bridge there is no doubt 
but that the South player would have 
passed at this point. There are nine 
certain tricks in sight at no-trump 
merely depending on some sort of club 
break, and every suit is stopped, as 
North, having bid hearts, certainly 
must be able to stop the run of more 
than two or three tricks in that suit. 
Furthermore, on the three-no-trump 
response a slam is out of the ques- 
tion. ‘Therefore the only possible rea- 
son for bidding further is to arrive at 
a game contract in clubs and get the 
100 honors, and at rubber bridge to 
sacrifice a certain game for a few ex- 
tra points is obviously ridiculous. 

In a Howell or match-point game, 
however, the situation is different, as 
the player who sat South in this hand 
realized. South knew that the few 
extra points he would score for the 
club honors might very well make the 
different between a very bad score 
and a very good score.

A ~~ 
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Lophius piscatorius is a queer fel- 


low. One might judge as much from’ 


his name. He lacks ‘a lot of being 
attractive; in fact, his physiogonomy 


is positively repulsive unless you ad- 


mire that sort of beauty. Every 
woologist does. I have an _ especial 
fondness for the beast, for I once won 
a spool of silk fishing line for guess- 
ing his name. Not a bit fair, for l 
knew and the other competitors did 
not. It was a mighty good line though. 

Lophius, the Fishing Frog, has not 
yet been taken, so far as the records 
indieate, in the coastal «waters of 
Georgia. Further north, beyond Cape 
Hatteras, according to the United 
States bureau of fisheries, it is found 
fairly close to the coast line. South 
of Hatteras, however, it is found in 
deep water—beyond the continental 
shelf—all the way to the Cape of 
Good Hope. European shores know it 
just as well as our own. 

Fishing frogs are bottom dwellers 
with onmivorous appetites that seem 
to be constantly on the outlook for 
just anything to eat. One naturalist 
recorded “a dish-pan full” of herring 
taken from the stomach of one speci- 
men of Lophius. Vish-pans vary in 
size. however. so it is a matter of 
regret that the naturalist we just 
mentioned didn’t think to count the 
victims of the fishing frog and weigh 
them. Diving birds have been taken 


from the bellies of our sluggish sub- 
ject. while prawn, snails, and other 
small sea animals make up the bal- 
ance of the diet. 

In appearance, Lophius is just a 
large mouth to which is attached a 
tapering body, flattened from top to 
bottom—depressed is the word—and 
roughly triangular in shape. The 
greatest length I have ever seen re- 
ported for this species is four feet, 
although it has never been my pleas- 
ure to see one this large. The color is 
a slaty black, corresponding to the 
midnight of the depths in which he 
lives. Geographically owe cannot 
count him a Georgian, for his home 
in this latitude is beyond the legal 
boundary of the state.

| homeliness. If you care to look him 
up, you will find him in almost any 
book dealing with marine fishes. Let 
'me call attention.to his fishing, how- 
ever. before we leave’ Lophius and

in his cayernous maw. Fishes will 
swim in to examine it, and Lophius 
springs the trap. He now has a meal.

FIRST CALL AT DAM 


SAVANNAH, Ga.. July 29.—(#)— 
Seventy-five per vent of tne iabor to 


be used in constructing the 
vannah bluff lock and dam, below Au- 
gusta, will come from Georgia, ané 
the remaining 25 per cent from South 
Carolina, Major Creswell Garlington. 
United States district engineer, said 
here Saturday. 

It. is estimated that 250 men will 
be directly employed. for approximate- 
ly two years in consiryeting the dam 
and that a number ot others will be 
indirectly employed.
